At the Session of the Council of the North-West Territories 
begun and holden at Regina, on the 13th day of October in the 
year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-six ;

Honor Edgar Dewdney, Lieutenant-Governor of the North- 
West Territories,

The above named gentlemen having previously taken the 
Oath of Allegiance and the Oath of Member, according to law, 
were then introduced to His Honor and Council, Mr. Turriff by 
Mr. Richardson, Mr. Lauder by Mr. Macleod and Mr. Cayley 
by Mr. Rouleau, and took their seats. 


His Honor the Lieuetnant-Governor then addressed the 
Council as follows: 

Gentlemen : 

“T am glad to be able to meet you at this the 8th Session of 
the Noith-West Council, and congratulate you on the very 
general contentment which pervades the Territories. 

The progress made since we last met has been most marked, 
and although some sections of the Territories have suffered 
more or less from the exceptionally dry season the yield of 
agricultural products, if it does not in every district equal that of 
last year in quantity, certainly surpasses it in quality. I have 
endeavored to obtain reliable statistics on this matter, which will 
be laid before you at an early day. Out of 137 Townships heard 
from, I find there are 71,951 acres under enltivation, of which 
32,714 are iv Wheat, 26,021 in Oats, 8,933 in Barley and the 
balance, 4,283, in roots; within this area about 14,000 acres of 
new land have been already broken. 

The cattle industry in the West has made immense strides. 
The large number of Stockmen who have been engaged in this 
business South of the Boundary Line, and whose judgment can 
be relied upon, have indicated by the localities they have 
selected in our Country for their future operations, that we have 
(what was not generally known before) safe cattle ranges extend- 
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ing from the Eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains to a point 
south of Regina and reaching almost to the Souris Raver. 

I am sure that you will agree with me when I say that this 
industry cannot but add immense wealth to our Dominion, 
possessing as it does, an available territory of some 45 millions 
of acres raising a grass equally nutritious in winter and summer. 

The final completion and successful operation of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway will mark the present year as one of the most 
important in the history of our Country. The East and West 
have thus been connected by a Canadian Transcontinental Rail- 
way, unsurpassed in its construction by any Line on the 
Continent, and worked with the regularity and comfort of an 
old established road. 

Next in importance to the Canadian Pacific Railway, and one 
which it is hoped will give to the North Saskatchewan District 
early railway communication, is “The Manztoba and North- 
western,’ now extended into the Territories, and at whose 
present terminus an important settlement has already arisen. 
In another year the extension of this Line will, I understand, 
have already reached the important Districts of The York and 
Montreal Colony and of the Saskatchewan Land Company. 

The Long Lake Railway, which starts from Regina, is 
completed and runniug as far as the Qu’ Appelle Valley, with a 
prospect of its extension to Saskatoon at no distant ‘date. 

The North-Western Coal & Navigation Company’s Rail- 
way (commonly known as the Galt Railway) of some 125 miles 
in length, is now doing a large business not only in the carriage 
of coal, for which it was especially built, but also in general 
passenger and freight traffic. 

The Manitoba & South-Western Line has been extended 50 
miles further Westward during the present season, and will, itis 
hoped, shortly be continued in a North-Westerly way to Regina, 
where it will connect with the Canadian Pacific and Long Lake 
Railways. 

It also appears that a commencement of the Hudson’s Bay 
Railway has been made from Winnipeg, and an intimation 
given that a line to Hudson’s Bay from the Territories, with its 
initial point at Regina, is not improbable. These several Rail- 
way extentions, all in active progress, indicate the energetic 
railway policy of our Canadian Government, and the enterprise 
of our people. 

During the present season our Territories have received a fair 
proportion of the Western immigration, aud several Colonies, 
German, Swiss and Hungarian have been started with every 
prospect of success and of their soon attracting a largely 
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increasing Immigration, The familiar names of New Alsace, 
Bismark, Hohen-Holme and Esterhazy, mark a few of these 
new Colonies, and indicate the localities whence the Settlers 
come. The provisional district Alberta has also received a very 
important addition to its populatiun, consisting principally of 
wealthy families, whose future occupation will be chiefly that 
of Stock-raising. 


The visit to. Ottawa of the delegates, whom you appointed at 
the end of last Session, for the purpose of submitting certain 
resolutions of our Council to the Vominion Government, you will 
be glad to learn has borne good truit. Out of 27 subjects which 
you entrusted to their care for representation to the Government, 
17, including one empowering this Council to incorporate 
companies with Territorial objects, were agreed to, and others have 
been dealt with in a manner which, if not exactly as presented, 
will, I believe, prove satisfactory. A full report upon the 
subject will be laid before you, when, I am sure, you will agree 
with me that the confidence you reposed in your Delegates has 
not been misplaced, but that they have carried out your instruc- 
tions in a dignified and business like manner, gaining the 
respect of the Members of the Dominion Government, with 
whom they were brought in contact, and by whom they were 
most cordially received. . 


One of the most important results of the visit of your Dele- 
gates has been the Legislation passed during the last Session of 
of the Dominion Parliament, which provides for the establish- 
ment of a Supreme Court in the Territories, including a Court 
of Appeal, and involving the appointment of an increased 
number of judges and officers of the Court. As consequent 
Legislation has become necessary on the part of this Council, I 
caused Bills to be prepared, which will be at once submitted for 
your consideration. 


The School Ordinance, which occupicd so much of your time 
during last session, has met with very general approval 
throughout the Territories. On the 1st January last, there were 
48 Protestant and 11 Roman Catholic Schools established in the 
Territories, in all 59 schools. To-day there are 76 Protestant 
and 14 Roman Catholic, in all 90, showing an increase of 31 
schools. The 76 Protestant schools represent a school population 
of 2,253, and the 14 Roman Catholic 533, in all 2,786 pupils. 
In addition, 5 petitions are now pending for the erection of new 
districts with an estimated school population of 140. A full 
report on all matters connected with Education in the Territories 
has been prepared and will be laid before you. 
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Municipal matters appear to have worked satisfactorily under 
your Ordinance of last year, thongh complications seem to have 
arisen in the important Municipality of Calgary, which may 
necessitate some action on your part. 

During the recess new elections have been held in the Moose 
Mountain and Calgary Electoral Districts, owing to the expira- 
tion of the terms for which the previous members. were elected. 
Its increased population entitled the Calgary District to addi- 
tional representation, and a second member has.accordingly been 
given to it. An election is also at present pending for the 
Electoral District of Qu’ Appelle, occasioned by the resignation 
of one of its Members. 

As the seats for a large number of the Electoral Districts will, 
in all probability, become vacant. before another Session, I would 
ask you to consider the advisability of revising the present 
boundaries of the districts, with a view to a more completely 
representative character being given. 

Toe Indian and Colonial Exhibition now being held in 
London, you will agree with me, is duing much to bring our 
North-West Territories to the notice of the World. The propo- 
sition for its permanent continuance, which has emanated from 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, and been so ably 
advocated by our High Commissioner, will I believe, if carried 
into effect, benefit, to a greater extent, this portion of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Dominion than probably any other quarter of the Globe. 
I trust some action will be taken by you (as our only represent- 
ative body) in regard to this matter, whereby the Dominion 
Government may be impressed with the importance attached. to 
it by the people of the Territories. 

I am happy to be able to congratulate you upon the present 
condition of Indian Affairs, and to assure you that there never 
was a time when the Indians were more contented, more cheer- 
ful or better disposed towards their White Brethren than at 
present. 

The feeling of insecurity which, as a consequence of the late 
Rebellion, existed when we last met, has entirely subsided. 
The few rumours which have been circulated of late indicating 
the existence of a restless feeling among our Indians, more 
especially those in the neighbourhood of Fort Macleod, arose 
mainly from the fact that lawless actions committed by Indians 
across the Line have been wrongly attributed to Indians of our 
Territories. Measures are being taken to prevent such con- 
fusion of identity recurring. It is observed, with pleasure, that 
many of our Indians are beginning to evince a sincere attach- 
ment to the pursuits of civilization. Their successful endeavors 
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in raising agricultural products have been demonstrated at the 
Exhibition held in this Town a few days ago. 

At the request of the Brant Memorial Association, and with 
the consent of the Superintendent-General of Indian Affairs, a 
few of our leading Indian Chiefs in the North-West have been 
sent to attend the unveiling of the Brant Memorial im the City 
of Brantford, Ontarvo, which takes place to-day. The oppor- 
tunity thus afforded them of seeing for the first time our Eastern 
Cities, and at the same time the progress made in agriculture 
and civilization by the Six Nation Indians, will doubtless have a 
beneficial effect. 

The means of rapid communication now existing with the 
East has enabled many of the Ministers of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to visit our Territories, and thus the disappointment 
previously felt at their inability to make themselves personally 
acquainted with our Country has been happily removed. 

It must have been as pleasing to the Right Honorable Sir 
John A. Macdonald to see the extraordinary progress made in 
these Territories, as it was gratifying to the people of the North- 
West to welcome the Veteran Statesman to a portion of the 
Dominion, for whose advancement he has devoted so much of 
his life. 

I have caused an audit to be made of the Territorial accounts, 
and a report will be laid before you shewing the Receipts and 
Expenditures’ of the General Revenue Fund since our last 
Session. 

With a view to economize your time as far as possible at this 
busy season of the year, I have caused several draft Ordinances 
to be prepared, which will be at once submitted for your con- 
sideration ; and I have no doubt that the same care and atten- 
tion, which have characterized your former proceedings, will again 
be given to all matters coming before you, tending to promote 
the welfare and prosperity of our Country. |

“Certified Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honor-- 
able the Privy Council, approved by His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council, on the 7th July, 1886. 

The Committee of the Privy Council have had under ‘con- 
sideration the question of enlarging the powers of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council of the North-West Territories. 

The Minister of Justice, to whom the question was referred, 
recommends that under the authority of the Ninth Section of 
the North-West Territories Act, 1880 (43 Vic. Cap. 25), the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council of the North-West Territories, 
or the Lieutenant-Governor by and with the advice and consent 
of the Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories, as 
the case may be, be empowered in addition to the powers 
already conferred on the Lieutenant-Governor in Council or by 
and with such advice and consent to make Ordinances in rela- 
tion to the following subjects, that is to say: 

1. Direct taxation within the Territories in order to the rais- 
ing of a revenue for Territorial (including Municipal) purposes. 

2. The incorporation of Companies with Territorial objects 
with the following exceptions. 

(a) Such Companies as cannot be incorporated by a Pro- 
vincial Legislature ; 

(b) Railway, Tramway, Steamboat, Canal, Transportation, 
Telegraph and Telephone Companies ; 

(c) Insurance Companies. 

The Committee concurrmg in the recommendation of the 
Minister of Justice submit the same for Your Excellency’s ap- 
proval.

May it please Your Honor : 


The members of your Council beg leave to thank Your Honor 
for the Speech with which you were pleased to open the present 
Session and to join in your congratulatory remarks as to the 
wonderful progress which has been made in both the agricul 
al and cattle industries of the Territories. 

The completion of the Canadian Pacific Railway is unques- 
tionably a matter of the utmost importance both in a Canadian 
and Imperial point of view. 

It is gratifying to know that railway facilities are being ex- 
tended throughout the Uerritories and that there appears to be a 
very bright prospect that in the near future communication 
through the Hudson’s Bay will be opened up with the Mother 
Country. 

Although immigration has not reached the proportions that 
were anticipated, itis satisfactory to know that those who have 
come to the country are well pleased with it. 

We join with Your Honor in the opinion that our Delegates to 
Ottawa performed their duties carefully and well and with great 
advantage to the Country. 

The establishment ofa Supreme Court with appellate juris- 
diction within the Territories satisfies, we think, the desires of 
the people. ‘i 

We are pleased to know that the School and Municipal Ordi- 
nances, passed last Session, work satisfactorily and we assure 
Your Honor that we will give our best eonsideration to any 
legislation which will heal the difficulty at Calgary as well as to 
any matter you may lay before us. | 

We are very much pleased to hear of the success which has 
attended the Indian and Colonial Exhibition and trust it will be 
made permanent. 

We are glad to learn from Your Honor, oceupying as you do 
the position of Commissioner of Indian Affairs, that the state of 
the Indians is so satisfactory. It is to be regretted, calculated 
as it is to deter immigration and to give false views on the 
question, which humanity and justice would suggest should be 
kept out of the strife of parties, that statements are made in the 
East about the condition of the Indians, known ‘in these Terri- 
tories to be without foundation. 

We assure Your Honor of the importance we attach to the 
suggestion in regard to revising the present boundaries of the 
Electoral Districts with a view to a more i ii represent- 
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ative character being:given to the Council. We unite in believ- 
ing that the time has come when that character should be given 
to Council which appertains to the Legislative Assemblies of the 
older Provinces. The census of the Territories, recently taken, 
seems to show that a redistribution of Electoral boundaries will 
bring the Elective Members of the Council up to that uwumber 
which would bestow on the Territories the Assembly indicated 
in the North-West Territories Act. It seems to be a matter 
only of such a distribution of seats, as will leave no qualified 
voter in the country unenfranchised, to secure the result desired 
by the framers of the Act. The utmost consideration should 
therefore be given to the subject. 

We join with Your Honor in thinking that the visit of the 
Premier and other Members of the Ministry has been of the 
greatest advantage to the Country.

That while there are frequent prosecutions for violating this 
law, resulting in convictions, these prosecutions are almost in- 
variably brought by the North-West Mounted Police. 

That it is notorious that evasions of the law not reached by the 
Police frequently happen, which it is desirable to prevent. And 
it 1s the opinion.of this Committee were it known that fines 
resulting from such prosecutions formed part of the Territorial 
Funds, more general interest would be taken in exposing and 
prosecuting infractions of the law. 

They recommend that as by the Dominion Act 49 Vic., Chap. 
48, provision is made for the payment over by order of the 
Governor in Council of fines belonging to the Crown to local 
authorities, where such application is deemed best adapted to 
attain the object of the law and secure its due administration, 
that the subject be brought to the notice of the Dominion 
Government, with a view that His Excellency in Council be 
moved to direct the payments over of all fines received under the 
law named to the General Revenue Fund of the North-West 
Territories.” |

Force in defence of their Queen and Country.

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About 100 of them were marched to Fort Carlton to assist 
the small number of the North West Mounted Police then 
stationed there. While there it was considered necessary by 
the officer in command to send a strong detachment to Duck 
Lake, among whom were 43 of the Prince Albert men. What 
there happened and what part these men took is now a matter 
of history, suffice it to say that out of the 43 men engaged, 9 
fell killed and 6 wounded on that fatal day, viz:

SKEFFINGTON C. Etutor.—The son of Judge Elliot, of 
London, Ont., a barrister of high standing in the District. 

Joun Morron.—Was second in command of the Prince Al- 
bert detachment, served in the active Volunteer Force of 
Canada from 1868 until he left for the North-West in 1882. 
Was gazetted Captain of No. 6 Company, 32 Battalion, Bruce 
Militia, in 1868, held the rank of Captain and Adjutant from 
1878 to 1881, when he was gazetted as Major of the Battalion. 
He left a widow and four children dependent upon him. They 
have had to provide entirely for themselves since his death, save 
a subscription raised for them in the County of Bruce where he 
previously lived. 

“Wuuuiam Napier.—A fine young Scot. It is reported he 
used tu assist some of his family at home.

Nothing in so far as this Committee has ascertained having 
been done in the direction indicated in the first part of this 
report, your Committee beg to urge, in as strong measures as is 
possible, the advisability of providing at once similar relief to 
the families of those killed, and to those men who were injured 
as has been accorded in the case of members of the Active 
Militia to which these men virtually belonged. 

Your Committee believing that the fact of the claims of these 
people, not having been previously settled, is the result of wrong- 
ful intormation tendered the authorities, beg to urge that the 
Federal Government be requested to appoint a Special Commis- 
sion to enquire into and report upon the matter with a view of 
having any deserved relief afforded forthwith. The Committee 
feel confident, on a proper representation made to them, the 
Federal Government will hasten to do justice to the memory of. 
those who were foremost in upholding law and order, knowing as 
we do that Canada is too grateful a Country to allow any of its 
citizens to fall or be wounded in its defence without making due 
provision in the required direction.”

Mr. Hughes, from the Special Committee appointed to draft 
a Memorial to the Dominion Government, in accordance with 
the Resolution passed by this Council, on 13th instant, respect- 
ing Pensions to the families of the Princ2 Albert Special Police, . 
reported that they had prepared such draft and the same was 
read as followeth: 


“To His Kacellency the Governor-General vn Council : 


His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Terri- 
tories in Council, most respectfully begs to submit the following 
facts for your consideration : 

“Whereas a Committee of the Council appointed to enquire 
into and report upon the advisability of adopting a memorial to 
your Government, asking them to grant Pensions to the families 
of those members of the Prince Albert Special Police who lost 
their lives, and to those who became permanently or otherwise 
incapac'tated during the late outbreak in these Territories, 
reported to the said Council, and whereas the said report was 
unanimously adopted by the said Council as follows: 

“That it has been represented to your Committee that the 
Settlers in and about Prince Albert, acting under the only 
existing authority in that section of the Country at the time of 
the said outbreak, to wit: the Officer commanding tbe WNorth- 
West Mounted Police there stationed, at his request, and as 
loyal citizens, promptly came froward and enrolled themselves as 
a special force in defence of their Queen and Country. 

“ About 100 of them were marched to Fort Carlton to assist 
the small number of the North-West Mounted Police then 
stationed there. 

“While at Carlton, it was considered necessary by the officer 
in command, to send a strong detachment to Duck Lake, among 
whom were 43 of the Prince Albert men. What there 
happened, and what part these men took, is now a matter of 
history; suffice it to say that, out of the 43 men engaged, 9 
fell killed, and 6 wounded on that fatal day, viz: 
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KILLED. 


“SKEFFINGTON C. Exuiot.—The son of Judge Hilliot, of 
London, Ont., a barrister of high standing in the District. 

“JoHN Morton.— Was second in command of the Prince 
Albert detachment, served in the active Volunteer Force of 
Canada from 1868 until he left for the North-West in 1882, 
Was gazetted Captain of No. 6 Company, 32nd Battalion Bruce 
Militia, in 1868, held the ranks of Captain and Adjutant from 
1878 to 1881, when he was gazetted as Majur of the Battalion, 
He left a widow and four children dependent upon him. They 
have had to provide entirely for themselves since his death, save 
a subseription raised for them in the County of Bruce where he 
previously lived. 

“WILLIAM Napier.—A fine young Scot. It is reportel he 
used to assist some of his family at home.

“CuHas, Newitrt.—A young man very seriously wounded and 
clubbed by the Rebels while he lay dying on the ground, as was 
supposed, but after the lapse of months and good nursing, he 
has so far recovered that he can move about, but will never be 
himself again. 

“ ALEX. McNass.—A Military School Cadet,was Captain and 
Adjutant in the 32nd Battalion, Active Militia, for some years ;

the families of those killed, and to those men who were injured,

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as has been accorded in the cases of members of the Active 
Militia, to which these men virtually belonged. 

« Your Committee, believing that the “fact of the Claims of 
these people not having been previously settled, is the result of 
wrongful information tendered the Authorities, beg to urge that 
the Federal Government be requested to appoint a Special 
Commission to enquire into and report upon the matter, with the 
view of having any deserved relief afforded forthwith. 

“The Committee feel confident, that on a proper representation 
made to them, the Federal Government will hasten to do justice 
to the memory of those who were foremost in upholding law and 
order; knowing, as we do, that Canada is too grateful a country 
to allow any of its Citizens to fall or be wounded in its defence, 
without making due provision in the required direction.” 

The same being read a second time was agreed to. 

Resolved, That an engrossed copy of said Memorial be 
forwarded by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor to His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General in Council.

REPORT OF MINISTER OF JUSTICE. 


Department of Justice, 
Canada. 
To His Excellency 
the Governor-General in Council. 


The undersigned begs leave to report upon the Ordinances 
passed by the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Terri- 
tories in Council, at a Session begun and holden at Regina, on 
the fifth day. of November, and closed on the eighteenth day of 
December, 1885. 
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Having carefully considered the Ordinances, the numbers and 
titles of which are‘given in the annexed Schedule, the under- 
signed recommends | that they be left to their operation. 

“The 151st Section of Ordinance No. 3, intituled “An Ordi- 
“nance to amend and consolidate as amended the School Ordi- 
. “nance of 1884, is as follows: “151st, Any Trustee who shall: 

“1. Knowingly falsify or cause or allow to be falsified Asses- 
“ment rolls, Voters’ lists, School returns, School registers and 
“Minutes of meetings or any of the records of ‘the district 
«or who shall fail to deliver up such records when called upon 
“by the chairman or duly appointed auditor.” 

“2. Misappropriate-or cause to be misappropriated any of the 
“funds or real or personal property of the district.” 

«3, Enter into or have any interest in any contract with the 
“district, for which money is to be paid or work done; shall 
“therefor be disqualified for fulfilling the term of Office for 
“which he was elected, and shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
“ine fifty dollars.” 

The second paragraph of the above section appears to trench 
upon the Criminal law. See 32-33 Victoria, Cap. 21, Sections 
3 and 72. 

The undersigned however feeecamende that this Ordinance 
be left to its operation, but that the attention of the Lieutenant- 
Governor be called to this section: 

Ordinance 15 “An Ordinance to amend and consolidate as 
“amended Ordinance No. 1, of 1883, intituled ‘An Ordinance 
i ‘respecting infectious and contagious diseases of domestic 
“ Animals,’ and Ordinance No. 15 of 1884, intituled ‘ An Ordi- 
“«nance to amend No. 1 of 1883, respecting infectious diseases 
“<of domestic Animals.”’ © 

The subject of infectious and contagious diseases of domestic 
Animals is one that has been from time to time legislated upon 
by both the Parhament of Canada and by the Legislatures of 
the Provinces. Probably it has been considered that such 
legislation is authorized by the 95th section of the British 
North America Act, 1867, by which it is provided that in each 
Province the Legislature may make laws in relation to Agricul- 
ture in the Provinee, and that Parhament may make laws in 
relation to agriculture in all or any of the Provinces, the law 
of the Legislature on that subject having effect as far as it-is 
not repugnant to the Act of the Parliament of Canada. 

The undersigned recommends that this Ordinance be referred 
to the Minister of Agriculture, and if it be not found to be in 
conflict with any Act of the Parliament of Canada on the same 
subject, that it be left to its operation. 
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Ordinance No. 16 purports to be “An Ordinance to amend 
“Ordinance No. 24 of 1884, intituled ‘An Ordinance to amend 
““and consolidate as amended the several Ordinances respecting

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REPORT OF DELEGATES. 


To His Honor 
The Lieutenant-Governor in Executive Council 
of the North-West Territories. 


We, your delegates appointed at an Executive Session of the 
North-West Council, on the 18th day of December, 1885, for 
the purpose of proceeding to Ottawa, and laying before the 
Federal Government the series of Resolutions passed on the 
15th day of December, 1885, beg leave to report as follows: 

Early in the month of February last, when, in accordance 
with the expressed wish of the Council, we waited upon and 
laid before the several Ministers the,matters which came more 
directly under the management and control of their respective 
departments, and also had interviews with the Privy Council, 
and as the result of these interviews submit the following infor- 
'. mation as regards the various Resolutions in the form of replies 
thereto received from the Government: 


RESOLUTION 1, 


That power should be given to the North-West Council to 
incorporate Companies, having purely Territorial objects. 


REPLY. 


We were assured by the Government that an Order in 
Council would be passed granting to the Council the power 
asked for, 

RESOLUTION 2, 


That all old established Trails should be at once surveyed 
by the Government, and afterwards vested in the North-West 
Council. 

REPLY. 


Upon this point we were informed that certain Trails had 
already been surveyed, and would be vested in the Council; 
and also that all Trails which had. been made the subject of 
requisition for survey by the Lieutenant-Governor, would be 
proceeded with during the approaching Summer, and when 
completed would be: vested in the Council. 
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RESOLUTION 8. 


That this Council is informed that there are yet many old 
Settlers’ claims unsettled, principally in the Prince Albert and 
Edmonton Districts, and urgently recommend that immediate 
steps be taken to determine such matters, and that in the settle- 
ment of claims, the possessory rights of Squatters to land, as 

regards extent of claims, as recognized by the custom of the 
country prior to the passing of the Dominion Lands Act of 
1879, and the right to transfer such claims should be recognized. 


REPLY. 


As regards this subject, the Government held that these 
claims were not as numerous as the Council anticipated, but 
promised to appoint a Commissioner to fully investigate and 
adjust all such claims according to the spirit of the Resolution. 


RESOLUTION 4, 


That notwithstanding thegrepeated assertions to the contrary, 
the freight rates imposed by the Canadian Pacific Railway are 
yet found to be a severe tax on the products of the North-West: 

This Council therefore respectfully suggests that the influence 
of the Government should be used to induce the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company to reduce their rates, so as to compare 
favorably with the rates in other Provinces of the Dominion, who 
have the advantage of railway competition, also that excep- 
tionally favorable rates should be given on ede coming into 
the Territories from British Columbia. 


REPLY. 


Concerning this, the Government held that the rates on the 
Canadian Pacitic Railway are as low and even lower than on 
other transcontinental lines, but promised to use their influence 
with the Company to secure, if possible, more favorable rates 
for the Territories. 


RESOLUTION 5, 


That no charge be made for any Wood used for fuel purposes 
by bona fide settlers, and not cut for sale; and that each home- 
steader be allowed 4,000 lineal feet of building timber on free 
permit. 


REPLY. 


. While not agreeing with this Resolution in its entirety, yet 
we succeeded in obtaining a promise that/ more liberal terms 
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would be given the settlers in this respect, both by reducing 
the price of permits, and also allowing a settler a much larger 
quantity of building timber, rails, poles, firewood etc., upon a 
free permit. The Government held that to allow unrestricted 
cutting and destroying of timber in the Territories would be 
prejudicial both to the present as well as the future settlers of 
the North-West. 

Your delegates might mention in this connection that 
although not contained in the Memorial, yet the matter of the 
dues on Hay seemed to them of sufficient importance to press 
for an abolition of the same, and succeeded in having this, to 
them, obnoxions tax, reduced to a mere nominal sum, sufficient 
only to cover the cost of a permit. 


RESOLUTION 6. 


That the improvement heretofore suggested by the North- 
West Council of the Navigation of the North Saskatchewan 
fiver should receive the further and favorable consideration 
of the Government, in order that the settlements of the Northern 
part of this country, far removed from the benefits of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, might advantage by the natural 
highway, as an outlet for the products of that portion of the 
country. 


LEPLY. 


We were informed that a thorough examination and survey 
was being made of the North Saskatchewan River, and when 
the report of the engineers was completed, that it was the inten- 
tion of the Government, if practicable, to make such improve- 
ments as would render this River navigable for a much longer 
season, and also, it was hoped for Vessels of a much larger 
capacity than at present; also that the Government was fully 
alive to the importance of this work to the settlers along this 
River, an agricultural district extending over a thousand miles 
from Hdmonton Eastward, and that the sum of $15,000 would : 
be placed in the Estimates for further improvement of this 

diver. | 
RESOLUTION 7, 
That the rights of Habeas Corpus be granted to the Territories. 
REPLY. 


It was conceded by the Government that it was in the 
interests of the Territories that this should be granted. 
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RESOLUTION 8. 


That all Lands cancelled for any cause should be thrown 
open for free homesteading on ordinary homestead conditions, 
and not held for purposes of sale. 


REPLY. 


As regards this Resolution, we were promised that all Lands 
cancelled in the ordinary manner by the Government Agents, 
would be thrown open for free homesteading, upon the usual 
conditions, but the Government were of the opinion that in 
cases of cancellation by application each case should be dealt 
with separately and upon its own merits, as it was the experi- 
ence of the Department of the Interior that the unrestricted 
throwing open of cancelled lands encouraged “Claim Jumping,” 
and was injurious to the interests of the settlers. 


RESOLUTION 9. 


That owing to the great expense now attending Appeals to 
the Court of Queen’s Bench of Manitoba, and the rapid _settle- 
ment of the country, and increase of Litigation in the Territories, 
this Council recommends the establishment of a Territorial 
Court of Appeal for the North-West Territories. 


VEPLY. 
This we were promised would be done immediately. 
LESOLUTION 10. 


That this Council recommends to the favorable consideration 
of the Government, a certain Petition, a copy of which is hereto 
annexed, adopted at a public meeting at Hdmonton, June 30th, 
1884, asking that a Trail be constructed from that point into 
the Peace River Country : 


[COPY OF PETITION. ] 


To the Ineutenant-Governor of the North-West Territories im 
Council : 
The Petition of the undersigned residents of the Electoral 
_ District of Edmonton, humbly sheweth: 


1: The population of the said District already exceeds five 
thousand, of whom nearly the entire number is composed of 
farmers and others engaged in agricultural pursuits and stock 
raising. 

2. That the said farmers are now raising a surplus of grain 
and other agricultural produce, and are also now raising a sur- 
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plus of cattle and other stock over and above the requirements 
both of themselves and of the said District at large; that owing 
to the following facts, viz.: (a), That there is no line of railway 
nearer than two hundred miles; (b), That the only means of 
transportation to said railway is by carts, and (c), That the 
freight rates by such means are enormous and only less exces- 
sive by said railway to the East, the said farmers and agricul- 
turalists are precluded from shipping their said surplus stock 
and produce to the eastern markets, which being at present the 
only ones available to them under any (even the above detailed) 
circumstances, they are practically without any market what- 
ever for such surplus and the same consequently remains on 
their hands, not merely unproductive, but also a source of direct 
loss to them; and as a further consequence of the facts above 
set forth, they find it difficult, if not impossible, either to obtain 
eredit from or to pay their debts to the merchants and the 
tradesmen of the said District or elsewhere, and therefore the 
means of gaining more than a bare livelihood and certainly the 
means of improving their condition are at present totally un- 
available to them. 


3. That, on the other hand, your petitioners’ natural market 
hes in the country to the North and Northwest of the said 
District, where there is a population of twenty thousand Indians 
about the water system tributary to the Mackenzie Rwer, but 
the said natural market is at present inaccessible to. your peti- 
tioners ; that the said Indians trade chiefly with parties bringing 
their goods from Great Britain, whereas, if proper communica- 
tion were opened up and traders could get access to the market 
last aforesaid, goods manufactured in Canada would be pur- 
chased and used by the said Indians, and large quantities of 
flour, provisions and produce (of which they are now deprived) 
would be shipped to them and a valuable trade would be estab- 
lished with them to the advantage not only of your petitioners 
but also of the inhabitants of other Districts in the Territories 
and of the Eastern Provinces of Cunada. 


4, That the said natural market has as its centre the point of 
confluence of the Smoky River with the Peace River in Atha 
basca District and after the said point has been reached only 
three short portages occur till the Arctic Ocean is reached, so 
that the vast country between such point and the said ocean 
would thus also be thrown open to your prtitioners and the 
inhabitatits of the said other Districts and Eastern Provinces, 
but it is impossible to take advantage of the said market, inas- 
much as the present means of access thereto are by a mixed 
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land and water route, whereas the said market can be tapped 
advantageously and profitably only by constructing a wagon 
and cart road thereto. 


5, That.there are three routes practicable from Hdmonton to 
said market and they may be described as follows: 


(a) The old Hudson’s Bay route via Port Asseniboia; of 
this the worst parts are between the Athabasca and Pembina 
Rivers and for the last forty miles before reaching Little Slave 
Lake; this, however, is the shortest route, and is reeommended 
by your petitioners as being on the whole the best. 


(b) The route from Edmonton via Lac St. Anne to the 
mouth of the McLeod River, thence by the Big Hawk River 
and on in a Northwest direction to the mouth of the Smoky 
River. This route is almost entirely through small timber from 
Lac Ste Anne to the mouth of Smoky River, but it is neverthe- 
less, believed that a fair road can be secured this way. 


(c) The route from Edmonton to the Athabasca Landing, 
thence following the Athabasca River to its northern bend 
between the 55th and 56th parallels of latitude, thence in a 
direction slightly north of west to the Raspberry Mountains 
where an old pack trail 1s used, thence along said trail to Slave 
Lake Post at the west end of Little Sluve Luke, thence by the 
Hudson’s Bay cut route to the confluence of the Smoky and 
Peace Rivers. The distance between the Landing and Slave 
Lake Post is about one hundred and sixty miles, and the country 
traversed by this route is of a rolling and sandy character with 
a scattered growth of small poplar and pitch pine ridges—only 
one muskeg has to be crossed and it is believed that by building 
three miles of a corduroy this route, as regards said muskeg, 
would be made practicable. This is the longest of the said 
three available routes. 


6. That the easy access to the said natural market and the 
said country between the same and the said ocean which would 
be given by the construction of one of the three above described 
routes would result not only in improving your petitioners’ con- 
dition, but also in materially developing the agricultural, mineral 
and other resources, of a tract of country containing seven 
hundred and fifty thousand square miles, and, moreover, the 
Dominion Government would thereby derive great benefit in 
the prosecution of their surveys and explorations and in the 
reduction of freight and other expenses in connection with such 
surveys and explorations and in connection with their {reaties 
with and government of the Indians in the country under con- 
sideration. . 
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Wherefore, your petitioners humbly pray : 

1. That your honorable body will take into immediate and 
earnest consideration the facts hereinbefore set forth ; 

2. That you will select and adopt one of the said three routes 
and cause the same to be so improved and such work to be done 
aie it as to make it a practicable road for the purposes afore- 
said. 

3. And that if necessary you will memorialize the Dominion 
Government and Parliament to assist in promoting the prayer 
of this petition and in furthering the object thereof, as being in 
fact. of more than local importance. 

And your petitioners will ever pray. 

Dated at Hdmonton, in Albertw Territory, this 30th day of 
June, 1884. 

REPLY. 


The Government would consider this request upon obtaining 
information from Surveyors then engaged in Surveys in this 
part of the Territories, and would have their reports forwarded 
to the Council. 

RESOLUTION 11. 


This Council respectfully submits that it is in the interests of 
Canada as a whole, as well as the North-West Territories, that 
the people of the Territories should be represented in the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada; and in the subdivision of 
the Country for representative purposes that reference should | 
be had as well to Territorial area as to population. 


REPLY. 


This subject was strongly pressed upon the Members of the 
Government, and we were promised that representation would 
be given to the Territories in both the House of Commons and 
the Senate. 

We urged that population alone should not be taken as a basis 
in granting representation, but that the extent of Territory, the 
different interests involved, and the varied resources of the 
several Provisional Districts should all be taken into consider- 
ation in allotting us representation. | 


; RESOLUTION 12, 


That the Torrens system introduced into Parliament last 
Session should be made applicable to the North-West Terii- 
tories at once ; and so soon as the system becomes law all 
titles to land should come under its operation, so’as to avoid 
two systems of registration being in operation at the same time. 
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REPLY. 


The Minister of Justice already had a Bill under consideration 
and led us to believe that the same would be put into operation 
in the Territories at an early date. 


RESOLUTION 138. 


That Settlers, who have entered for a homestead and pre- 
emption, and who are now, or may hereafter be entitled to a 
Patent for their homestead quarter-section, be allowed to enter 
their pre-emption as a second homestead on condition of an ad- 
ditional three years homestead duties on the former homestead 
quarter-section and cultivation duties on present pre-emption or 
homestead as circumstances will permit.

REPLY. 


The Government plainly told us that this suggestion could 
not be entertained, but that they had under consideration a 
scheme whereby a settler residing upon his homestead for three 
years, and doing a certain amount of settlement duties, or having 
a certain number of stock, or planting a certain number of trees, 
in addition to the ordinary settlement duties, would at the expi- 
ration of the three years obtain his pre-emption at half the present 
price of pre-emptions. 

RESOLUTION 14. 


That all Settlers, who have been in any way engaged in the 
service of the Government, or in the transport service, during 
and in connection with the late Rebellion, be allowed the time 
so engaged to count as actual residence on their homesteads. 


REPLY. 
This the Government promised would be done. 
RESOLUTION 10. 


‘That the Dominion Government should encourage the build- 
ing of Branch Lines of Railway, particularly those running 
North and South through the Terrritories; such lines would not 
only enable those settlements now far removed from the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to reap the advantages hoped to be derived 
from the completion of that National work, but as well open 
for settlement some of the tinest areas of land in the Territories. 
That such encouragement, if at all practicable, should be by cash 
subsidy, or guarantee by the Government of the Bonds of Com- 
panies constructing such Lines, thus preserving the public lands 
for purposes of settlement. 
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REPLY. 


The Government were unable to hold out any inducements 
by way of.cash subsidies, but had already aided Branch Rail- 
roads by liberal land grants, and would continue to do so in the 
future. They were of opinion that, owing to the great success 
attending the recent sale of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company’s Bonds in the European Markets, the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway would be able to extend the South Western, 
skirting the Dirt Hills and crossing the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way at or near Regina, thence Northerly to the Saskatchewan 
Country, there forming a Y, one Branch going to Prince Albert 
and the other to Hdmonton. 


RESOLUTION 16. 


That the benefits derived from the National Policy to the 
older Provinces of the Dominion do not apply to the North-West 
Territories, as regards Agricultural Implements and Lumber; 
and it being necessary to the future development of the Country 
that every encouragement should be extended to the Agricul- 
tural interests of the North-West, this Council recommends that 
a rebate should be given equal to the duty now imposed on 
Agricultural Implements and Lumber. 


REPLY. 


The Government distinctly told us that nothing could be 
done towards relieving us as far as the duties referred to in this 
Resolution were concerned. 


RESOLUTION 17. 


That the fact of the odd-numbered Sections of land being 
principally held by Companies and individuals for speculative 
purposes, and in most instances such lands, particularly in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway belt, being exempt from taxation, is a 
bar to settlement and progress. This Council recommends that 
immediate steps should be taken by the Dominion Government 
towards acquiring the odd-numbered Sections and opening them 
for homesteading purposes. 


REPLY. 


Nothing satisfactory to the wishes of the Council as expressed 
in this Resolution was promised. 


RESOLUTION 18. 


That monies voted by Parliament for expenses of Govern- 
ment in the North-West Territories including Printing, Roads, 
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Bridges, Ferries, Aid to Schools, etc., should be vested in the 
North-West Council as representatives of the people. 


REPLY. 


We were informed that Government had under consideration 
'a scheme whereby all monies voted for Governmental purposes 
in the Territories would be vested in the Council. 


RESOLUTION 19. 


That it is of the utmost importance to the North-West Terri- 
tories that the Hudson’s Bay Railway may be: constructed as 
rapidly as possible, if the scheme is found practicable. That 
the success of the North-West very largely depends on the 
Agricultural industries of the country, and the cost of Trans- 
sport now, and as must be, we fear, in the future, is a very 
severe tax on the industries of the North-West in consequence 
of its great distance from European markets. This Council is 
of opinion that the most liberal encouragement should be 
extended to the scheme by the Government of Canada. 


REPLY. 


As regards this, we were assured that the Government, if the 
scheme was found feasible, would assist by liberal land grants 
and other means the successful completion of this road. They 
would continue to send out exploring parties, and endeavor to 
obtain all possible information upon the subject of the pavaga-. 
tion of the Hudson’s Bay and Straits. | 


RESOLUTION 20. 


That notwithstanding the settlement of a very large number 
of claims amongst the Half-breeds, and the very satisfactory 
manner in which the Commissioners appointed for that pur- 
pose performed their work, so far as the time occupied by them 
would permit, there yet remains a very large number of Half- 
breeds who are entitled to a recognition of their claims. We 
cannot impress two strongly upon the Dominion Government 
the desirability of settling all Half-breed claims without delay, 
and would strongly urge the immediate appointment of a 
Commission to continue its work until thoroughly completed. © 


LEPLY. 


The Government informed us that they would immediately 
appoint a new Commission to continue and complete the issuing 
of Scrip to all Half-breeds in the North-West. 
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RESOLUTION 21. 


That claims for compensation from the Government for loss 
sustained during the late Rebellion should in the opinion of 
this Council be promptly settled by the Government, it being 
within our knowledge that great inconvenience and hardship 
is now being undergone by some, who have lost heavily in 
consequence of the outbreak. 

This Council would recommend in this connection that most 
searching and rigorous enquiry be had as to the nature of claims, 
so that any that were a party to their own loss may not receive 
the same consideration as those who were loyal to the Govern- 
ment. 

Also that goods and supplies furnished the troops in good 
faith by Settlers and Merchants should be paid for. 


REPLY. 


This matter we were told would be proceeded with at once, 
and full justice done to every person, who sustained any loss 
‘during the Rebellion. 


RESOLUTION 22. 


That where Stock is to be kept by a Homesteader, some rule 
should be adopted, and made a part of the Land Regulations, 
so that the Stock of a Homesteader over a fixed number might 
be allowed to count as cultivation duties, in whole or in part; 
and that encouragement should be given to Tree Planting in 
Prairie Sections of the country, and to count also as cultivation 
duties. 


REPLY. 


The Government in reply to this, as to Resolution XIIL, 
said that they would agree to allowing Stock or Tree Planting 
or both to count in lieu of certain cultivation duties. 


RESOLUTION 23. 


That this Council respectfully intimates that in their opinion, 
it would be most satisfactory to the people of the Teritories, 
were the Government in future to fill appointments to positions 
of trust and emolument from amongst the Residents of the 
Territories. 


REPLY. 


We were promised that, as far as compatible with the best 
interests of the country, this would be done. 
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RESOLUTION 24, 


That owing to the unexpectedly rapid development of the 
Agricultural resources of the Territories, and to the erection of 
Gristing Mills at several points, as well as the extent of the 
Cattle interests of the North-West, this Council recommends 
- both in the interests of the Government and the Settler, that 
in the future all food supplies both for the North-West 
Mounted Police, and for the Indians be purchased in the 
Territories. 

We are aware that the issue of Beef to Indians instead of 
American Pork would be more satisfactory to all the Tribes. 
We would suggest that contracts be called for in smaller quan- 
tities, the security deposit not to exceed five per cent., and 
without the official routine which has attended the letting of 
contracts heretofore. 

In this manner we believe the settler will be helped, and 
the Government will receive a cheaper and a better article. 


REPuLy. 


This we were promised would be done, and every facility 
given to Settlers to tender for such supplies, and the other 
suggestions as far are possible be acted upon. 


_ RESOLUTION 25. 


That the position of several Townsites in the Territories in 
which the Crown is interested proves from year to year more 
unsatisfactory owing to the impossibility of collecting taxes 
from unsold lots therein, which are increased in value owing to 
the expenditure-of taxes paid by the residents of such towns, 
the Crown thereby being benefited without sharing any of the 
burdens of taxation. 

And as great difficulties are met with in establishing and 
sustaining Schools and Municipal organization in such Town- 
sites, in the opinion of this Council it is advisable that the 
Government should at once dispose of their interest in such 
townsites so that the same may be made available for taxation, 


" REPLY. 


We were told that it was the intention of the Government 
to make such arrangements as would prove satisfactory to the 
residents of the several Townsites, in which the Crown was 
interested, and that these arrangements would be made so as to 
meet the desires expressed in the Resolution, viz.: to render 
the lands in these Townsites liable to taxation. 
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RESOLUTION 26. 


Whereas representations have been made to this Council by 
the Elected Members of Prince Albert, Suint Albert and 
Lidmonton, that certain Colonization Companies in and near 
their Electoral Districts, viz.: The Prince Albert Colonization 
Company and the Hdmonton and Suskatchewan Land and 
Colonization Company have not complied with their agreements, 
the effect of which is that large blocks of land are locked up 
from settlement, and the progress of these districts materially 
retarded ; 

Therefore this Council requests that immediate steps be taken 
to have these companies inspected, and if it is found that such 
representations are correct, to insist upon such. Companies 
carrying out their agreements entered into with the Govern- 
ment or the cancellation of their grants. 


REPLY. 


In reply to this we were promised that an inspection and 
investigation would be immediately made and some arrange- 
ment effected, whereby the Districts of Edmonton and Prince 
Albert would be relieved of these barriers and obstacles to 
settlement and progress.

RESOLUTION 27. 

That this Council has learned with satisfaction that it is the 
intention of the Government to distribute medals to the Volun- 
teers, who were engaged in suppressing the late Rebellion. 
We would beg to recommend that a lke recognition of the 
valuable services rendered by the North-West Mounted Police 
and the Prince Albert and Battleford Special Forces should be 
made. We believe that on every occasion where the forces had 
an opportunity, they showed themselves of that material of 
which Canada is justly proud; also that services rendered by 
many loyal Half-breeds during the outbreak should be recog- 
nized by the Government. 


REPLY. 


We were promised that all the forces actively engaged during 
the outbreak should receive medals. We also asked for scrip 
for all North-West forces engaged, and received an answer that 
probably our wishes in this respect would be acceded to. Also 
we urged the advisability of giving some suitable recognition to 
the service performed by the Home Guards of Edmonton, Battle- 
ford, Prince Albert, Regina, Moose Jaw, and other places, but 
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unfortunately received no satisfactory promise that these corps 
would be recognized in the distribution of medals and granting 


of scrip. 


In conclusion we are. pleased to be able to inform Your 
Honor and the Council that your Delegates were most 
courteously received by each and every Member of the Govern- 
ment in their several Departments, as well as by the Privy 
Council. 


Your Delegates hope that although all their requests were 
not fully complied with, yet such benefits will accrue from their 
personal interviews with the Members of the Government as 
will fully justifiy the action of the! Council in appointing a 
Delegation. |

To His Honor

SIR, 


I am commanded to acquaint you, for the information of 
the Council of the North-West Territories in Legislative Session, 
that His Excellency the Administrator of the Government has 
had under his consideration in Council your Despatch dated the 
31st December, 1885, transmitting copies of a number of Reso- 
lutions passed by that Council on the 15th day of December, 
1885, with respect to Rights and Privileges claimed for the 

North-West Territories. 


His Excellency is advised as follows :— 


RESOLUTION 1. 


“That power should be given to the North-West Council to 
incorporate Companies having purely Territorial objects.” 


By an Order in Council dated the 7th July, 1886, the aa 
tenant-Governor in Council of the North-West Territories. is 
empowered to make Ordinances in relation, among other things, 
to the incorporation of Companies, with certain restrictions, 
having purely Territorial objects. 
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RESOLUTION 2. 


“That all old established Trails should be at once surveyed | 
by the Government, and afterwards vested in the North-West 
Council.” 


Attached hereto is a schedule, marked “ B,” containing a list 
of “old Trails,” for the survey of which requisitions have been 
received from the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Ter- 
ritorves. Of this list, those Trails already surveyed have been 
transferred, according to the plans and descriptions thereof, to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Territories in 
Council for the public use of the Territories, as provided by 
clause 91 of the “ North-West Territories Act, 1880,” while the 
remainder are being surveyed this year, and so soon as the sur- 
vey is completed and has been approved, the necessary steps 
will also be taken to transfer the control of each such Trail to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Territories for the 
public use of the Territories. 


RESOLUTION 3. 


“That this Council is informed that there are yet many old 
Settlers’ claims unsettled, principally in the Pronce Albert and 
Edmonton Districts, and urgently recommend that immediate 
steps be taken to determine such matters, and that in the settle- 
ment of claims, the possessory rights of Squatters to land, as 
regards extent of claims, as recognized by the custom of the 
country prior to the passing of the Dominion Lands Act of 
1879, and the right to transfer such claims, should be recog- 
nized.” 


Already, under the authority of sub-clause f of clause 81 of 
the “ Dominion Lands Act, 1883,” all old claims preferred to 
Dominion land situated outside the Province of Manitoba, have 
been investigated and adjusted by the Department of the In- 
terior. In the settlement of these claims the possessory. rights 
of squatters have been recognized, as regards the extent of the 
several claims, in the manner provided by the said sub-clause /, 
of clause 81 of the “ Dominion Lands Act, 1883,” that is to 
say, so much land has been granted in satisfaction of such claims 
as was in each case considered fair and reasonable, but not ex- 
ceeding more, than one quarter-section unless there had been 
cultivation of more than that area; in addition to which, how- 
ever, wherever available and applied for, the pre-emptive right 
to an adjoining quarter-section has also been granted. Further, 
under the authority of an Order in Conncil, dated the 5th of

April, 1886, extending the provisions of the Act 37 Victoria, 
chap. 20, sec. 4, to the North-West Territories, Mr. Roger 
Goulet, who was appointed by Order in Council of the 1st of 
March, 1886, sole commissioner to settle the residue of North- 
West half-breed claims, was empowered to deal, at the same 
time, with the claims of original white settlers who went to any 
part of the North-West Territories, the Indian title in which 
has been extinguished, between the years 1813 and 1835, both 
inclusive, or the children of such, not being half-breeds, born 
and living on the 26th day of May, 1874 (the date of the pass- 
age of the Act above referred to), and residing therein at that 
date, and to report from time to time to the Minister of the In- 
terior the people who are entitled to be so dealt with and the 
extent to which they are entitled. 


RESOLUTION 4. 


“That notwithstanding the repeated assertions to the contrary, 
the freight rates imposed by the Canadian Pacific Railway are 
yet found to be a severe tax on the products of the North-West ; 

“This Council therefore respectfully suggests that the influence 
of the Government should be used to induce the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company to reduce their rates, so as to compare 
favorably with the rates in other Provinces of the Dominion, who 
have the advantage of railway competition, also that excep- 
tionally favorable rates should be given on Lumber coming into 
the Territories from British Colwmbia.” 


It has been thought wise to obtain from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company a statement of their present rates as compared 
with those charged upon American railways similarly situated. 
The following memorandum, furnished by the Company, is 
therefore given as bearing upon this point :—

Memorandum regarding Resolution of North-West Council 
concerning Canadian Pacific Railway Freight Rates. 


With regard to the proposition that our rates in the North- 
West should be put down on a plane with rates made by 
keenly competitive railways in the populous Provinces of the 
east, the Council have evidently not considered the very differ- 
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ent circumstances under which a railway must be operated 
through a vast and sparsely settled territory, as compared with 
Ontario or Quebec, with three millions of people. The com- 
parison should, therefore, be with lines similarly situated, such 
as the Northern Pacific in Dakota and Montana; and, by a 
comparison of rates, it will be found that the Canadian Pacific 
is carrying traffic at much lower rates than any other railway 
operating under like conditions.

Then with regard to rates.on the products of the Territories. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway rates on grain to eastern markets 
compare most favorably with rates made by any lines, either in 
or out of the Dominion. When it is considered that the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway hauls wheat. (all rail) from Moose Jaw to 
Montreal, and all milling pointsin Ontario, for 55 cents per 100 
pounds, an average distance of 2,000 miles, and that this is the 
maximum rate charged from any point in the Territomes east of 
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Calgary, it will be clear tu all that the Company is doing its utmost 
to develop the country and assist the settlers. Taking the rate on 
wheat from the western boundary of Manitoba at 53 cents per 
100 pounds, it will be seen that for all the territory west of 
Calgary, a distance of 640 miles, an advance of only 2 cents per 
100 pounds is made over the highest rate charged from Mani- 
toba, and that the grain of the North-West Territories is carried 
for one-half a cent per ton per mile to the eastern markets. 

The greater part of the grain produced in the North-West is 
shipped to Port Arthwr, and thence goes eastward by lake and 
rail at much lower than all rail rates.

It will be seen by the above comparison that although the 
Canadian Pacific Railway figures are full tariff and the North 
Pacific figures are their low special rates, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway rates per ton per mile are lower. 

The cattle from the Canadian North-West ranches have not 
yet commenced to move to the eastern markets, and only oc- 
casional and small shipments have yet been made. The empty 
car mileage involved in handling these occasional shipments is 
so great that the rates are necessarily higher than will be afforded 
when the regular exportation of cattle begins. 

Live stock rates are always considerably higher than rates for 
grain and other coarse freights, partly because special cars are 
required to be kept for the traffic which can be used for few 
other purposes and are consequently idle much of the time, 
partly because the value of the live stock enables it to carry a 
better rate and partly because of the risks and care involved in 
handling it. 


Lumber from British Columbia. 


The Company has already taken steps to meet the require- 
ments of this trade, and has quoted very low rates to British 
Columbia lumbermen who wish to ship to the prairie section, 
and at an early date and before any considerable amount of lum- 
ber can be shipped from that direction, the Company will be in 
a position to offer still better terms. The number of saw mills 
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in the Columbia Valley is not yet sufficient to supply the local 
demand for lumber and admit of shipments eastwards. 


RESOLUTION 5, 


«That no charge be made for any Wood used for fuel purposes 
by bona fide settlers, and not cut for sale; and that each home- 
steader be allowed 4,000 lineal feet of building timber on free 
permit.” 


Under sub-clause 2 of clause 45 of the “Dominion Lands 
Act, 1883,” if a quarter-section of land be found to contain 
timber land not exceeding 25 acres, such timber land*shall be 
appurtenant to such quarter-section, and shall not ,be divided 
into wood lots; and under sub-clause 4 of the same? clause of 
the Dominion Lands Act, any holder of a homestead entry may 
sell any timber on either his homestead or pre-emption quarter- 
section, or on the apurtenant wood lot, to settlers for their own 
private use, without obtaining permission to do so from the 
Minister of the Interior and without paying dues thereon. And 
by sub-clause 1 of the same clause of the Dominion Lands Act, 
the Minister of the Interior is empowered to direct, and he does 
in such cases direct, that in the subdivision of townships which 
consist partly of prairie and partly of timber land, the timber 
lands shall be divided into wood lots of not less than 10 and not 
more than 20 acres each, in such manner as to afford, as far as 
practicable, one such wood lot to each quarter-section prairie 
farm. It is further provided by the Regulations, as modified by 
Order in Council of the 24th of May, 1886, for the Cutting of 
Timber under Permit, that: Any occupant of a homestead 
quarter-section having no timber of his own may, upon applica- 
tion, obtain a permit to cut such quantity of building timber, 
fencing timber or fuel as he may require for use on his home- 
stead, not exceeding the following :— 


1,800 lineal feet of building timber, no log to be over 12 
inches at the butt end. 

400 roof poles. 

“ ,000 poplar fence rails, no rail to exceed 5 inches at the butt 
en 

30 cords dry wood. 

The regulations likewise provide that permits subject to pay- 
ment of dues may be granted to those applying for them, to cut 
timber on available Dominion Lands on paying dues at the rate 
hereinafter specified :—

The undersigned are of opinion that the Dominion Lands Act 
and the Timber Regulations make liberal provision for the wants 
of bona fide settlers, and that any further concession would 
probably result in the wanton destruction of the forests of the 
North-West, producing serious results upon the rain-fall and 
climate, and reducing unnecessarily the limited area from which 
is to be obtained the timber supply of future settlers. 


RESOLUTION 6. 


«That the improvement heretofore suggested by the North- 
West Council of the Navigation of the North Saskatchewan 
Jiwver should receive the further and favorable consideration 
of the Government, in order that the settlements of the Northern 
part of this country, far removed from the benefits of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, might advantage by the natural 
highway, as an outlet for the products of that portion of the 
country.” 


An examination of the North Saskatchewan has been made, 
and the obstructions to navigation which exist are numerous. 
The improvements required consist in the removal of boulders ; 
the deepening of the channel at many points, over bars of sand 
and gravel; the construction of wing dams to deflect the cur- 
rent into the navigable channel; and the closing of lateral 
branches or channels between islands, or between islands and 
the shores, to divert the water into one channel. Against the 
above there will be to contend against, the effects of the ice in 
moving and depositing boulders again in the channel, and the 
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effects of the great volume of water during the seasons of 
freshets, which, being cramped, deflected and diverted by wing 
or other dams, might seek other outlets, or cause diversions by 
means of the increased velocity, due to the pressure and’ effects 
of these dams. The improvement of this portion of the Sas- 
katchewan is a matter of magnitude, both as regards the nature 
and extent of the works required, as well as the amount which 
would be necessary to cover their cost. Notwithstanding these 
difficulties, the Department is proceeding with the expenditure of 
$10,000 in the improvement of the navigation of the river at 
Cole’s Falls, and the question of the further improvements 
which have been suggested is under consideration. — 


RESOLUTION 7, 


“That the right of habeas corpus be granted to the North-West 
Territories,” 


This request of the North-West Council has been complied 
. with, by the passing of the Act 49 Victoria, cap. 25, intituled : 
“An Act to amend the law respecting the North-West Terri- 
tories.” The Act has not yet been put in force, but it will be 
as soon as the Council of the North- West Territories passes the 
requisite Ordinances. 


RESOLUTION 8, 


“That all Lands cancelled for any cause’ should be thrown 
open for free homesteading on ordinary homestead conditions, 
and not held for sale.” 


Some years ago the practice of cancelling lands, or, as it was 
then popularly called, “jumping claims,” on the information of 
private individuals was so general as to cause great disatisfaction 
amongst settlers, and at the urgent request of the people of Man- 
itoba and the North-West Territories, more severe conditions 
were imposed on those taking up cancelled homesteads than 
were applicable to the lauds open for ordinary homestead and — 
pre-emption. ‘The state of affairs, however, has considerably 
changed, and now the regulations established by the Dominion 
Lands Board, under instructions from the Minister of the Inter- 
ior, having reference to cancelled homesteads, are practically in 
accord with this resolution. 
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RESOLUTION 9. 


“That owing to the great expense now attending Appeals to 
the Court of Queen’s Bench of Manitoba, and the rapid settle- 
ment of the country, and increase of Litigation in the Territories, 
this Council recommends the establishment of a. Territorial 
Court of Appeal for the North-West Territories.” 


The request contained in this paragraph has been provided for 
by the Act 49 Victoria, cap. 25, already alluded to. 


RESOLUTION 10. 


“That this Council recommends to the favorable consideration 
of the Government, a certain Petition, a copy of which is hereto 
annexed, adopted at a public meeting at Hdmonton, June 30th, 
1884, asking that a Trail be constructed from that point into 
the Peace River Country.” 


The region of country through which this trail would pass 
has been pretty thoroughly explored, on behalf of the Dominion 
Government, by Mr. Wm. Ogilvie, D.T.S., who at the present 
time is engaged on Dominion lands surveys in British Colunbia, 
and when Mr. Ogilvie returns from the field in the fall of the 
present year, he will be asked to prepare a report upon this sub- 
ject, the result of which will be communicated to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the North-West Territories. 


RESOLUTION 11. 


“This Council respectfully submits that it is in the interests of 
Canada as a whole, as well as the North-West Territories, that 
the people of the Territories should be represented in the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada; and in the subdivision of 
the Country for representative purposes that reference should 
be had as well to Territorial area as to population.” 


Provision has been made for the representation: of the people 
of the North-West Territories in the House of Commons of 
Canada by the Act 49 Victoria, cap. 25, passed at the last ses- 
sion of Parhament. 


RESOLUTION 12: 


“That the Torrens System introduced into Parliament last 
Session should be made applicable to the North-West Terri- 
tories at once; and so soon as the system becomes law all titles 
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to land should come under its operation, so as to avoid two 
systems of registration being in operation at the same time.” 


The Act passed by the Parliament of Canada at its last Ses- 
sion, 49 Vietorza, cap. 26, providing a system of transfer of land 
by registration of titles, although introduced during the Session 
of 1885, only became law on the 2nd of June last, and comes 
into force in the North-West Territories on and after the 1st of 
January next. Under that Act no instrument can be effectual to 
pass any estate or interest in any land (except a leasehold in- 
terest for three years or for a less period), or render such land 
liable as security for the payment of money, until registered un- 
der the said Act. 


RESOLUTION 13. 


“That Settlers, who have entered for a homestead and pre- 
emption, and who are now, or may hereafter be entitled to a 
Patent for their homestead quarter-section, be allowed to enter 
their pre-emption as a second homestead on condition of an 
additional three years homestead duties on the former home- 
stead quarter-section and cultivation duties on present pre- 
emption or homestead as circumstances will permit.” 


To accede to this request would be practically to make the free 
homestead 320 instead of 160 acres, which could not be done. 
The opinion in Manitoba and the North-West Territories has 
been found to be strongly against the principle of second home- 
steading, and by the Act passed at the last Session of Parla- 
ment, 49 Victoria, cap. 27, amending the Dominion Lands Act, 
that right has been abolished. As some assistance to settlers, 
however, by an Order in Council, dated the 7th of July, 1886, 
the holders of pre-emptions, the payments upon which are either 
due or accruing due by the first day of January next, are allow- 
ed an extension of three years within which to make the pay- 
ments, in the first case from the Ist of January last, and in the 
second case from the date when such payment becomes due, one- 
third of the amount to be paid in each of the three years, the 
whole without interest during delay. 


‘RESOLUTION 14, 


“That all Settlers, who have been in any way engaged in the 
service of the Government, or in the transport service, during 
and in connection with the late Rebellion, be allowed the time 

- a) . ” 
so engaged to count as actual residence on their homesteads. 
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By departmental circular dated the 7th of August, 1885, some 
months prior to the passage of the above resolution, settlers 
actually engaged in the service of the Government during the 
rebellion were permitted to count the time they were so engaged 
as one year’s residence upon their homesteads, which concession 
was further extended by circular dated the 24th of April, 1886, 
to include those engaged in the transport service.

RESOLUTION 15. 


“That the Dominion Government should encourage the build- 
ing of Branch Lines of Railways, particularly those running 
North and South through the Territories; such Lines would not 
only enable those settlements now far removed from the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to reap the advantages hoped to be derived 
from the completion of that National work, but would as well open 
for settlement some of the finest areas of land in the Territories. 
That such encouragement, if at all practicable, should be by 
cash subsidy, or guarantee by the Government of the Bonds of 
Companies constructing such Lines, thus preserving the public 
lands for purposes of settlement.” 


The Government of Canada has adopted a liberal policy for 
the encouragement of the construction of colonization railways 
in the Province of Manitoba and in the North-West Territories, 
and as a result of this policy great progress has been made with 
construction of the Manitoba South-Western and the Manitoba 
and North-Western Railways, both of which lines will be ex- 
tended into the North-West Territories immediately ; a line of 
railway has also been completed. connecting the capital of the 
North-West Territories with the waters of Long Lake, as well 
as a railroad 107 miles in length connecting the coal mines on 
the Belly River with the Canadian Pacific Railway at Dunmore 
Station; while liberal subsidies in land have been granted to 
the North-West Central Railway, to run from the main line of 
the Canadian Pacifié Railway, in the Province of Manatoba, to 
Battleford, in the North-West Territorzes, and to the Qw’ Appelle 
and Wood Mountain Railway, to run from Wood Mountain 
through Fort Qu’ Appelle in a North-easterly direction to the 
line of the Manitoba and North-Western Railway, which sub- 
sides, it is hoped, will enable the promoters of both lines to 
proceed with construction at an early day. 
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RESOLUTION 16. 


“That the benefits derived from the National Policy to the 
older Provinces of the Dominion do not apply to the Vorth- West 
Territories, as regards Agricultural Implements and Lumber; 
and it being necessary to the future development of the Country 
that every encouragement should be extended to the Agricul- 
tural interests of the North-West, this Council recommends that 
a rebate should be given equal to the duty now imposed on 
Agricultural Implements and Lumber.” 


The duties on agricultural implements are the same through- 
out the Dominion, “and except in Manitoba and the North-West 
have not been objected to by the farming population ; and it 
does not appear, from an exhaustive enquiry into the question, 
that those duties do now operate prejudicially to the interests 
of the people of the North-West Territories, the competition 
among the manufacturers having brought down the- price of 
agricultural machines manufactured in Canada to a figure as 
low as the price of those imported from the United States. 
The increased production of lumber in our Western Territories, 
and the facility of importation from Ontario via the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, are steadily reducing the prices, and it is be- 
lheved, now that the section of the main line on the north shore 
of Lake Superior has been completed, and the vast timber 
resources of the Province of Brotish Columbia made accessible 
by the completion of that railway through to the Pacific coast, 
that the price of lumber in the North-West Territories will be 
as low as in Ontario. With reference, however, to this ques- 
tion, it should be borne in mind that the farmers of Ontario and 
’ the North-West Territories have a most valuable compensation 
in that feature of the National pou ey which imposes a duty on 
United States grain. 


RESOLUTION 17. 


“That the fact of the odd-numbered Sections of land Meine 
principally held by Companies and individuals for speculative 
purposes, and in most instances’ such lands, particularly in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway belt, being exempt from taxation, is a 
bar to settlement and progress. This Council recommends that 
immediate steps should be taken by the Dominion Government 
towards acquiring the odd-numbered Sections and opening them 
for homesteading purposes.” 
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Nearly all the surveyed odd-numbered sections in Manitoba 
and the North-West Territories at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment have either been reserved for, or have actually been grant- 
ed to railway companies to encourage the construction of rail- 
ways, and it would not be practicable at the present time, con- 
sistent with the progress of desirable railroad construction in 
Manitoba and the North-West Territories, to determine any of 
those reserves or grants the conditions of which are being fulfilled 
by the respective companies in whose favor they have been 
made. 


RESOLUTION 18. 


“That monies voted by Parliament for expenses of Govern- 
ment in the North-West Territories, including Printing, Roads, 
Bridges, Ferries, Aid to Schools, etc., should be vested in the 
North-West Council as representatives of the people.” 


With the growth of population in the North-West Territories, 
‘and the establishment of the provincial system, which in the 
nature of things must soon take place, control over all public 
moneys will naturally become vested in the representatives of 
the people, whether those moneys be voted by way of subsidy 
by the Parliament of Canada or be derived from local taxation 
as in the other Provinces. 


RESOLUTION 19. 


“That it is of the utmost importance to the North-West Terri- 
tories that the Hudson’s Bay Railway may be constructed as 
rapidly as possible, if the scheme is found practicable. That 
the snecess of the North-West very largely depends on the 
Agricultural industries of the country, and the cost of Trans- 
sport now, and as must be, we fear, in the future, is a very 
severe tax on the industries of the North-West in consequence 
of its great distance from European markets. This Council is 
of opinion that the most liberal encouragement should be 
extended to the scheme by the Government of Canada.” 


The Government of Canada have already taken steps, by the 
sending out of expeditions and the establishment of posts of ob- 
servation, to ascertain the practicability of the route by Hud- 
son’s Bay, and by clause 7 of the Act 47 Victoria, cap. 25, the 
Governor in Council is authorized, in aid of the construction of 
a railway from some point on the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
Hudson’s Bay, to make a free grant, and subject to condition of 
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construction of the Railway, a free grant has been authorized by 
the Governor in Council of 6,400 acres for each mile of Railway 
within Manitoba and 12,800 acres for each mile of Railway in 
the North-West Territories, the grant for that portion of the 
line in the North-West Territorzes being double that given in 
aid of the construction of any other line in Manitoba or the 
North-West Territorves. And in addition to this, at the request 
of the company and in order to facilitate its operations, Orders 
in Council were passed on 11th of May, 1885, and the 29th of 
‘March, 1886, modifying the conditions of the land grant, so as 
to increase its value. 


RESOLUTION 20. 


“That notwithstanding the settlement of a very large number 
of claims amongst the Half-breeds, and the very satisfactory 
manner in which the Commissioners appointed for that pur- 
pose performed their work, so far as the time occupied by them 
would permit, there yet remains a very large number of Half- 
breeds who are entitled to a recognition of their claims. We 
cannot impress too strongly upon the Dominion Government 
the desirability of settling all Half-breed claims without delay, 
and would strongly urge the immediate appointment of a 
Commission to continue its work until thoroughly completed.” 


When the Half-breed Commission of 1885 completed its work 
for that season it was perfectly understood that as soon as prac- 
ticable, this year, the work of settling the claims of those who, 
for one reason and another, were unable to appear before that 
Commission, would be proceeded with. In accordance with 
this understanding, and under the authority of an Order in 
Council dated the Ist of March, 1886, Mr. Roger Goulet, a 
member of the previous Commission, was appointed sole com- 
missioner to settle the balance of these claims. Mr. Goulet is 
now engaged in this work, which it is expected he will be able 
to complete during the present season. 


RESOLUTION 21. 


“That claims for compensation from the Government for loss 
sustained during the late Rebellion should, in the opinion of 
this Council, be promptly settled by the Government, it’ being 
within our knowledge that great inconvenience and hardship 
is now being undergone by some who have lost aah in 
consequence “of the outbreak. 
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“This Council would recommend in this connection that most 
searching and rigorous enquiry be had as to the nature of claims, 
so that any that were a party to their own loss may not receive 
the same consideration as those who were loyal to the Govern- 
ment. 

“Also that goods and supplies furnished the troops in good 
faith by Settlers and Merchants should be paid for.” 


Two commissions, one to deal with military claims and the 
other to deal with claims for losses arising through the rebellion, 
were appointed by the Government as soon after the close of 
the outbreak as was practicable. The Government had already 
paid, last year, a portion of the losses in those cases where delay 
would have caused additional hardship and where the claim- 
ants were in danger of destitution by reason of such losses ; and 
the balance of the work of the two commissions above referred 
to is being proceeded with as promptly as is consistent with that 
searching and rigorous enquiry into the nature of the claims 
which is recommended by the North-West Council, and is now 
almost completed. 


RESOLUTION 22. 


“That where Stock is to be kept by a Homesteader, some rule 
_ should be adopted, and made a part of the Land Regulations, 
so that the Stock of a Homesteader over a fixed number might 
be allowed to count as cultivation duties, in whole or in part; 
and that encouragement should be given to Tree Planting in 
Prairie Sections of the country, and to count also as cultivation 
duties.” 


The Minister of the Interior has issued instructions to the 
Land Board that in any stock-grazing district fair consideration 
will in all cases be given to the possession of stock, as a sub- 
stitute for the usual cultivation, where the latter seems, owing 
to the natural conditions, to be of doubtful practicability, but that 
in all such cases the residence conditions and the necessary build- 
ings to comply with such conditions will be insisted upon. It 
would be impossible to frame any general regulation which would 
cover all cases, as each case of this class must be considered and 
dealt with upon its own merits. With regard to the question of 
tree-planting the Dominion Lands Act, as amended in 1876, con- 
tained a clause under which 160 acres of land might be acquired 
in consideration of the fulfilment of certain conditions as to tree- 
planting, but although those conditions were very easy of ful- 
filment, the experiment was a total failure.and was, for that 
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reason, abandoned in 1879. The experience of the General 
Land Office of the United States shows that the tree-planting 
provisions of the United States Land Laws have also been un- 
productive of any good results, but, on the contrary, have been 
a source of extensive fraud and abuse, and the undersigned are 
of opinion that it would not be in the public interest that tree- 
planting should be made to count in lieu of any of the settle- 
ment duties at present required by the Dominion Lands Act. 


RESOLUTION 23. 


“That this Council respectfully intimates that in their opinion 
it would be most satisfactory to the people of the Territories, 
were the Government in future to fill positions of trust and 
emolument from amongst the Residents of these Territories.” 


The Government of Canada are fully alive to the desirability 
of filling offices of trust and emolument in the North-West Ter- 
ritories from among the residents of those Territories, wherever 
it is possible, consistent with the best interests of the Dominion 
as a whole, to do so. 


RESOLUTION 24, 


“That owing to the unexpectedly rapid development of the 
Agricultural resources of the Territories, and to the erection of 
Gristing Mills at several points, as well as the extent of the 
Cattle interests of the North-West, this Council recommends 
both in the interests of the Government and the Settler, that 
in the future all food supplies both for the North-West 
Mounted Police, and for the Indians should be purchased in these 
Territories. 

“We are aware that the issue of Beef to Indians instead of 
American Pork would be more satisfactory to all the Tribes. 
We would suggest that contracts be called for in smaller quan- 
tities, the security deposit not to exceed five per cent., and 
without the official routine which has attended the letting of 
contracts heretofore. 

“In this manner we believe the settler will be helped, and 
the Government will receive a cheaper and a better article.” 


All food supplies for the Mounted Police are obtained by 
public competition, tenders being invited by advertisement’ pub- 
lished in the newspapers in Manitoba and the North-West 
Territories, and with very few exceptions the successful 
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competitors have been, during recent years, residents of the 
Territories or merchants having branch houses therein. 


The Department of Indian Affairs purchases all its staple 
articles of food supply, e. g., beef, flour and bacon, so far as is 
possible, within the Territories. Millers and others west of the 
first principal Meridian only are permitted to tender for the 
flour required. ‘The beef contracts are all in the hands of Cana- 
dian ranchmen. ‘he contract for the bulk of the bacon is being 
tilled by A. Macdonald of Winnipeg; and the most of the minor 
supphes, such as tea, sugar and tobacco, are purchased, under 
contract, from firms, whichare, without doubt North-West firms. 
In Treaty No. 7, which is a beef-producing country, the Indians 
are fed wholly on beef; in Treaties 4 and 6, on the other hand, 
where beef is scarce, the Indians are fed mainly on bacon of the 
best quality which can be bought. Tenders were invited, how- 
ever, last spring for beef in small quantities within those 
treaties ; but, soar from wishing to supply it in small quan- 
tities, it was ete that tenderers to whom small contracts were 
awarded invariably declined to fulfil. The security deposit re- 
quired by the Department of Indian Affairs is 5 per cent. only ; 
and in view of the fact that so few persons tender for Indian 
supplies, it 1s doubtful whether the absence of the prevailing 
routine in respect of the examination of tenders and the award- 
ing of contracts would either help the settler or enable the 
Government to receive cheaper and better articles. 


RESOLUTION 25. 


“That the position of several Townsites in the Territories in 
which the Crown is interested proves from year to year more 
unsatisfactory owing to the impossibility of collecting taxes 
from unsold lots therein, which are increased in value owing to 
the expenditure of taxes paid by the residents of such towns, 
the Crown thereby being benetited without sharing any of the 
burdens of taxation. 

“And as great difficulties are met with in establishing and 
sustaining School sand Municipal organizations in such Town- 
sites, In the opinion of this Council it is advisable that the 
Government should at once dispose of their interest in such 
townsites so that the same may be available for taxation.” 


The lots in such town sites in the North-West Territories as 
the Government of Canada have any interest in, are for sale at 
very low prices, and are being rapidly disposed of, and so made 
subject to taxation. 
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RESOLUTION 26, 


“Whereas representations have been made to this Council by 
the Elected Members of Prince Albert, Saint Albert and 
Edmonton, that certain Colonization Companies in and near 
their Electoral Districts, viz.: The Prince Albert Colonization 
Company and the Hdmonton and Saskatchewan Land and 
Colonization Company have not complied with their agreements, 
the effect of which is that large blocks of land are locked up 
from settlement, and the progress of these districts materially 
retarded ; 

“Therefore this Council requests that immediate steps be taken 
to have these companies inspected, and if it is found that such 
representations are correct, to insist upon such Companies 
carrying out their agreements entered into with the Govern- 
ment or the cancellation of their grants.” 


Steps have been taken to determine the contracts entered into 
between the Government an‘ such of the colonization companies 
as are not complying with the conditions of their several agree- 
ments. It ought, however, to be stated that the even sections 
within the tracts allotted to these companies for colonization 
purposes, have always been open to homestead and pre- emption 
settlement on the usual terms. 


RESOLUTION 27. 


“That this Council has learned with satisfaction that it is the 
intention of the Government to distribute medals to the Volun- 
teers, who were engaged in suppressing the late Rebellion. 
We would beg to recommend that a hke recognition of the 
valuable services rendered by the North-West Mounted Police 
and the Prince Albert and Battleford Special Forces should be 
made. We believe that on every occasion when the forces had 
an opportunity, they showed themselves of that material of 
which Canada is justly proud; also that services rendered by 
many loyal Half-breeds during the outbreak should be recog- 
nized by the Government.” 

It has been determined that all members of the North-West 
Mounted Police who were under fire at any period during the 
outbreak are to receive medals, and a similar decision has been 
arrived at in regard to the volunteers of Prince Albert and Bat- 
tleford, who took part in the engagements at Duck Lake and 
Cut Knife Hill, respectively. As to that. portion of the Prince 
Albert and Battleford special forces who acted as Home Guards, 
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it is thought that it is the duty of every man to defend his own 
hearth without either receiving or expecting to receive any re- 
compense for so doing. The services of the loyal half-breeds 
employed in any capacity in connection with the expedition 
have been duly recompensed by the Government.

At the request of your Honorable Body, we have duly con- 
sidered the following statement of facts submitted to us, viz: 

- By Section 287 of the Municipal Ordinance of 1885, certain 
Townships and parts of Townships in Range 11 and 12, West of 
second Meridian, were added to the then existing Municipality 
of Qu Appelle, and it was therein enacted that the provision 
adding such lands to such Municipality should not come into 
effect until Ist of October, 1886. 

It is proposed to repeal by Ordinance to be passed during the 
present Session all that portion of Section 287 relating to the 
addition of such Townships and parts of Townships to such 
Municipality. 

The Council of the said Municipality under the provisions of 
said Municipal Ordinance, on the fifteenth day of November 
instant, passed a By-Law granting a bonus of twenty five thous- 
and dollars to the Wood Mountain and Qu Appelle Railway 
Company; a copy of which By-Law we have perused. 

Having been requested by your Honorable Body to advise 
whether in case such repealing Ordinance is passed during your 
present Session the Townships and parts of Townships so added 
to said Municipality by Section 287, will be lable for any por- 
tion of the debt created by such By-Law; we beg to state that 
we are of the opinion that upon the passing of such repealing 
Ordinance during your present Session, such added Townships 
and parts of Townships cannot be held liable for any portion of 
the debt created by such By-Law without further express legisla- 
tion in that behalf. 

We are further of the opinion that in case an Ordinance be 
passed, assenting to such By-Law such Townships and parts of 
Townships will not be effected thereby unless express provision 
be made therefor.
